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Bellamy, and Ryder, 15, from her 
seven-year marriage to Chris Rob¬ 
inson, wouldn’t have it any other 
way.

He’s extremely 
hands-on, so it’s been a dream.” 

The star also leans on her brother, 
Splitting Up Together actor Oliver 
Hudson, 42, whose Brentwood, 
Calif., home is a short drive from 
her Pacific Palisades mansion. “She 
doesn’t have all three kids at once 
because the boys spend a ton of time 
there,” explains the source, adding 
that Kate’s also made it easier on 
herself by staying on good terms 
with her exes. “She sees Matt a lot 
with Bing, who also has separate 


time with his dad. Chris lives in 
Northern California but comes 
down to visit, because Kate supports 
Ryder having a positive relationship 
with his dad.” Though, like any other 
mom, she misses her kids when she’s 
not with them: “She has mom guilt 
sometimes, just like anyone else. But 
they’re happy and surrounded by 
love and a big family. That’s what’s 
most important to her.” 

I CAN-DO ATTITUDE 

With her expanding entrepreneurial 
ventures, Kate, who launched Fa- 
bletics in 2013, is busier than ever. 
“She works on Fabletics quite a bit 
and is always coming up with new 
ideas and projects,” says the source, 
pointing out that her creativity and 
business smarts have paid off hand¬

April 3, the actress cheerily greeted fans outside 
her Boston hotel, happily signing autographs and

even posing for selfies. A few days later, she was 
photographed in Beverly Hills with her daughter 
Bella, laughing like she didn’t have a care in the 
world. When new charges of money laundering 
were lobbed at her and husband Mossimo 
Giannulli, it finally seemed like things might sink 
in, that she might accept responsibility and take 
a plea deal. That didn’t happen. Instead, she and 
Mossimo defiantly pleaded not guilty to all the 
charges against them. 


By all accounts, the 
star hasn’t seemed to 
grasp the magnitude of 
the situation she’s gotten 
herself into. “Lori didn’t 
know it would become 
this serious,” a source 
tells Us. “She doesn't fully 
understand the extent of 
her alleged crimes.” 

But reality is setting in 
now that Lori, 54, and her 
fashion designer husband, 
55, are facing up to 40 
years each for mail fraud 
and money laundering — 


and she’s finally realizing 
that she may have made 
the biggest mistake of her 
life. 

I FROM BAD TO WORSE 

Lori and Mossimo s legal 
troubles escalated quickly. 
In March, they were 
charged with fraud over 
allegations they’d paid 
$500,000 in bribes to get 
their daughters, Bella, 20, 
and Olivia Jade, 19, into 
the University of Southern 
California by having them 


designated as recruits 
for the crew team, even 
though the girls had 
never participated in the 
sport. But unlike fellow 
actress Felicity Huffman 
(see next page), who was 
also among the 50 people 
charged in the nationwide 
case, Lori and Mossimo 
refused to take a plea 
deal. According to an Us 
source, Lori decided shed 
rather take her chances 
at trial than agree to a 
minimum of two years in 
prison, “Loris in denial 
based on her legal team’s 
confidence,” a source 
told Us at the time, “Her 
attorney told her not to 
take the deal.” 

That plan seems to 
have backfired, big-time. 
Prosecutors quickly 
struck back by adding 
a money-laundering 
charge, and now Lori 
and Mossimo have likely 
missed their chance to 
get in on an early plea 
deal — losing even more 
favor with the courts and 
in the public eye. “They 
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A source tells 
Us, "It's no 
secret Olivia 
was never very 
passionate 
about school." 


© Lori was once 

incredibly close with 
both of her daughters, 
Isabella and Olivia (be¬ 
low). And although she 
was spotted on a shop¬ 
ping date with daughter 
Bella on April 5, things 
are chillier with YouTube 
star Olivia, whose career 
has been derailed due to 
the scandal and who, 
according to a source, has 
been staying with boy¬ 
friend Jackson Guthy at 
his Malibu pad: "She's 
still very upset with 
her parents." Adds an 
insider, "Olivia is trying 
to live her life normally 
again." 


OLIVIA STILL 
WON'T TALK 
TO HER MOM 
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had no choice but to plead 
not guilty,” explains legal 
coach and crisis manager 
Wendy Feldman. “They 
missed the opportunity 
for a plea bargain during 
the first round, and now 
there might not be a deal 
available for them to 
take.” 

LA-based lawyer 
Neama Rahmani believes 
Lori has sealed her fate. “I 
don’t know what she was 
thinking. The feds have 
an overwhelming amount 
of evidence against her, 
including emails, phone 
calls and financial doc¬ 
uments,” he 
says. Lori and 
Mossimo, who 
have a reported 
combined net 
worth of $100 
million, could 
be on the hook 
for at least 
$250,000 in 
fines, and “could 
spend years, 
if not decades, 
behind bars,” says 
Rahmani. “No 
jury will acquit 
them.”

For someone who makes 
a living in the entertain¬ 
ment business, the court 
of public opinion can be 
just as powerful.

Feldman. “And I’m not 
sure anyone will even care 
by that time. If she can 
make a comeback, it’s 
going to take a lot of 
humility and hard work.” 

But first, there’s the 
relationship with her 
daughters to worry about. 
While things seem OK 
with Bella on the surface, 
a source tells Us that 
she and Olivia are both 
“hurt and resentful” 
over the events that have 


transpired. YouTube star 
and Instagram influencer 
Olivia has lost endorse¬ 
ment deals with Sephora 
and Tresemme, and 
feels traumatized by her 
parents’ betrayal. “She’s 
been spending a lot of 


time with her boyfriend,” 
a source tells Us. “She’s 
really concerned about 
how her future career will 
be affected by all of this.” 

If there’s any hope for 
damage control, Lori needs 
to get to work, stat. “She’s 


in deep,” says Feldman. 
“She and her husband need 
to come up with a strategy 
that involves things like 
therapy and community 
service.
